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The Examiner maintains the rejection under the interpretation detailed in the Final Rejection mailed 1/6/05. 

For the most part, Appplicant's Remarks filed 3/1 1/05 reiterate previous arguments of record, which have been addressed in the Final 
Rejection. On page 10 of the Remarks, Applicant asserts that stiffness and response time are not equivalent to the integral or derivate 
weighting factors of the controller. The Examiner respectfully disagrees. "Stiffness" and "response time" are merely pseudonyms for 
precisely these factors, as disclosed in Applicant's own specification and understood by one of ordinary skill in the art. Merely calling 
them by another name is not sufficient to distinguish over the prior art. Moreover, the Examiner submits that just as much understanding 
of a control system is required in order to understand the concepts of "stiffnes" and "response time" as the differential and integral gains. 

As detailed in the Final Rejection, the Examiner finds that specifying a range is sufficient to anticipate "indicating a desired performance 
characteristic." In addition, Gudaz provides at least one example of where the value would be precisely specified (e.g. when the 
deriviative weighting factor is set to a constant). Therefore, claims 1, 2, 5-17, 19, 20 and 23-26 are properly rejected. 
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
